Strong forces of police were rush­ 
ed to the Tombs prison in M anhat­ 
tan and to the Raymond street Jail 
in Brooklyn to precent sympathetic 
outbreaks there. 
One prisoner was stabbed to death 
today during the

Gen. B. M. Ormond, Domin­ 
ion superintendent of the peniten­ 
tiaries, escorted a group of news­ 
paper men on a tour of inspection. 
After these visitors, the first ad­ 
mitted since the riot last Monday, 
had examined every part of the 
penitentiary with the exception of 
the cell blocks. General Ormond 
took them to the wardens office 
where he recounted the events of 
the week. As he spoke occasional 
shouts from the inmates could be 
heard. 
Prisoners Start Destruction 
Yesterday’s riot, the penitentiary 
superintendent said, started while 
he was interviewing inmates in his 
investigation into the Monday dis­ 
orders. Prisoners in the cell blocks 
started breaking up their furniture 
and destroying fixtures, and the 
men in the corridor of the ground 
floor of cell blocks G and H wrench­ 
ed off fasteners to release their 
comrades. 
There were forty guards in the 
cell block dome outside the corridors 
and patroling the curtain barriers. 
Contrary 
to 
widespread 
reports, 
General Ormond said these guards 
never were captured as hostages by 
the rioters. 
"It was soon evident, the prison­ 
ers were capable of wrecking the 
curtain barriers and a call was sent 
to the permanent force in Kings­ 
ton 
soldiers 
who arrived in less 
than eighteen minutes.” he contin­ 
ued. Parties were placed iii tile 
center cell block dome and no fur­ 
ther danger of losing control of the 
penitentiary existed. 
This was about 4:30 p. rn. on the 
20th. Since that time we have been 
in absolute control of the convicts.”

License Agents 
Get No Extra Fee 


Agents appointed by the depart­ 
ment of revenue to issue hunting 
and fishing licenses have no legal 
right to charge more than the fee 
fixed by law for such licenses.

The legal fee for a resident fishing 
license is $1 60 and $2 for a resident 
hunter s license. 
Reports have reached the depart­ 
ment of justices of the peace charg­ 
ing 15 cents in adition to the regu­ 
lar fee for a fishing or a hunting 
license. Tilt* law permits justices of 
the peace to charge 15 cents only 
when they take an application for
